Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1952. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population 
has  increased  slightly  from  6405  in  1951,  to  6449. 

The  birth  rate  (15.6)  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year 
(15.4)  and  slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(15.3). 

The  death  rate  (10.2)  is  lower  than  last  year  (11.7)  and 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.3). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  are  from  diseases  associated 
with  elderly  people. 

The  shortage  of  water  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  was 
remedied  when  a supplementary  supply  was  obtained  through 
the  Derwent  Valley  Scheme,  which  was  nearing  completion 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  for  the  sewering 
of  New  Packington. 
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41  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  post  war  houses  to  244.  In  the  middle 
of  the  year  the  Council’s  list  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses 
was  reviewed  and  the  total  number  was  reduced  from  380  to 
250. 

Only  13  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  and  of  this  number  there  was  one  death  from  Pneumonia. 

The  most  unsatisfactory  feature  of  this  report  is  the 
low  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation  both  primary 
and  “ booster  ”.  In  the  child  population  there  must  be  a 
dangerously  high  percentage  who  have  not  received 
immunisation.  An  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  the 
number  of  children  receiving  protection  against  Diphtheria. 

The  number  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  has  again  showed 
a rise  for  the  sixth  year  in  succession,  six  cases  being  added 
to  the  Register. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their 
help  and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I must  thank  Mr.  T.  H.  Farrell,  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  invaluable  help  during  the  year, 
and  to  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  kindness  and 
co-operation.
